After hold 
Ing over tho train for moro than an 
hour thoy escaped to the noith and 
arc being pursued by armed posses.

standstill the robbers climbed Into 
tho cnglno and held tho engineer and 
firemen at the point ot their pistols. 
The conductor vviu also placed under 
gnord. 
Leaving the three mon 
In 


charge of his pill, one of tho robbers 
went through the train. Two porters 
tried to stop him. One ho killed In- 
stantly and serloualy wounded

otticr. A curious passenger was also 
wounded.

Tho practice of making npproprla 


ations In excess of the revenues places 
upon the governor a legislative ros 
ponulblltly which should not be 1m 
posed upon him, and which ho ought 
not to be compelled to assume. It is, 
therefore, respectfully suggested that 
tho legislature keep appropriations ron 
sontihly within tho revenues of tho 
commonwealth, ns othorv-lso it be 
conies tho duty of tho executive to 
bring them within the revenues In 
order to prevent a dcflclt. 


Specific Appropriation!. 


Tho time hos long since passed when 


doubt existed ns to whether tho re- 
venues of tho state would provide 
more than xufllcleut funds to meet the 
ordinary expenses of government nnd 
Interest on the public debt.

In my Inauguml address, the general 
asicmbly recently enacted legislation 
making It a misdemeanor for any state 
oRlclal to authorize tht1 payment of, or 
for the state treasurer to pay any 
money out of the state treasury In ex- 
cess .ot the amount thus spcclncally 
appropriated. In my Judgment this law 
Is one ot the most Important that has 
beon enacted to safeguard tho public 
funds.

Dr. Hinmicl G. Ulxon, has continued 
Its light nxnlnst preventable disease, 
and commends Itself to tho loyal sup- 
port of tho people. It li co-operating 
with the various mmilvlpnlttlCH and 
gathering Infonnntlon and conducting 
research work to determine tho causes 
of disease anil tho best measures for 
their prevention, In order-to promote 
tho health of all the people. 


Tuberculosis, dlphtliurl.i, typhoid fe- 


ver and other scourges thnt li.ivo beon 
wasting out citizenship nnd our re- 
sources nro now confronted by an olll- 
cieut and well equipped health or^'anl- 
r.atlon. Within four yoani tho de.ith 
rate from tuberculosis bus fallen from 
i:iI to 120 per hundred thousand of 
population, while the death rnto from 
typhoid fever has dropped from 5C5 
to 231). Tho state. In Its wise efforts 
to. prevent tho spread of diphtheria, 
provlcli-s free nntltoxln. In four years 
21,000 children contracted this disease 
and wore treated with nntltoxln mip- 


by the department of health. 


Dispensaries for the care nnd treat- 


ment of those suffering from tubercu- 
losis nro maintained by the state. 
Those xvho cannot take advantage of 
the mountain sanatorium aru thus en- 
abled to receive Instruction nnd treat- 
ment. Competent physicians nro In 
charge, and trained nurses visit the 
homes of tbo mulcted, touching tho 
family how to guard against Infection 
nnd combat disease. 


Tho Inspection of dairy farms, a* a 


protection to the milk supply, has brcn 
curried on with thoroughness. The. do- 
partmeat Is vigorously endeavoring to 
protect tho waters of tho stato from 
pollution nnd to stop the poisoning of 
the supplies of drinking water by dls 
ease laden sewage. 


The Public Sohcols. 


No activity In which nil tho people 


of tho commonwealth are Interested 
exceeds In Importance the education 
of tho rising generation. Our public 
xcliool system has attained Inrgu pro- 
portions. During tho last four yearn 
the biennial, appropriation for school 
purposes hns hcuu $10,000,000; the an- 
nual expenditure for tho public schools 
was almost $ 10,000,000, while tho esti- 
mated vnluo of school property has 
reached tho magnillcent sum of $00.- 
000,000. Thirty thousand teachers aru 
In charge ot an army of 1,300,000 pu- 
pils. 


The stato hns no asset more valuable 


than Its cl.lldron, aud no one can doubt 
tho wisdom and far reaching Influence 
ot the legislation which requires ev- 
ery child between tho ngc of eight and 
fourteen years to attend n day school 
In which the common branches arc 
taught In the Knullsh language. 


Countless problems lolnttng to our 


clvlu Institutions and lo Industrial ed- 
ucation remain In bo solved, llcnco 
the schools ID which our future citi- 
zens receive 'heir education desorvo 
the state's fostering care nnd thn "most 
careful legislation on the part of thu 
lawmakers ot the commonwealth.

The Indigent Insnno. 


Our state hospitals for the insane 


should not, under any conditions, bo 
overcrowded, ns tho commonwealth is 
under a sncrcd obligation to provide 
proper care and treatment for -these 
unfortunates. 


I cannot oinphnslro too strongly the 


necessity for tho early occupnncy of 
tho Homeopathic Stato Hospital for 
tie Insnno, near Allcutown, ns essen- 
tial to tho uolfare nnd comfort ot the 
unfortunate wards of the state. I rec- 
ommend the repeal of that part of the 
net relating to the building commis- 
sion, nnd thnt tho hospital, under 
proper legislative enactment, be turned 
over to n board of trustees, to be ap- 
pointed by the governor, whose duty 
It shall be to open ns promptly us pos- 
sible the buildings now available for 
tho reception of patients. Any addi- 
tional appropriations for the comple- 
tion and equipment of this hospital 
should bo made to the board of trus- 
tees. 


The Feeblo Minded and Epileptic. 
The proper care of the feeble mind- 


ed and epileptic, many of whom nro 
now Inmates of hospitals for the In- 
sane, Is one of tho Important duties 
devolving upon tho state. They should 
not bo sent to hospitals In which It is 
Impossible to give them proper treat- 
ment. 


Tho Eastern Stnto Institution for the 


Kecblo 
Minded 
and 
Epileptic, 
at 


Spring City, has been opened In part. 
A board of trustees appointed hy tho 
governor, charged with tho manage- 
ment of tho hospital and tho reception 
nnd treatment of patients, has already 
admitted patients. There Is also In ex- 
istence u building commission created 
under the provisions of the uct of May 
1C, 1003, charged with the erection of 
tho buildings. This duplication of pow- 
ers will eventually lead to confusion 
and conflict of authority, nnd under 
this method tho stnto cannot get tho 
best results. 


I recommend tho repeal of that part 


of tho net relating to tho building 
commission, nnd thnt entire charge of 
the Institution be turned over to the 
board of trustees who are now manag- 
ing that portion ot tho hospital which 
baa been completed. 


Natural Resources. 


Our natural resources should be reg- 


ulated and controlled so as to nvold 
waste, extravagance nnd monopoly. 


Tho preservation of our fon-sts. In 


order that u permanent timber supply 
may be hnd, nnd that the u liter sup- 
ply of risers aud B'rcnms mny be 
maintained nnd regulated, is Indis- 
pensable to our welfare. 


The effect ot denuding mountain 


ranges of Umber Is to subject thorn to 
torrential action, whereby tbo soil Is 
washed awny, the surface rendered 
barren, tho future growth ot forest 
tree* prevented, nnd disastrous Hoods 
caused nt certain seasons In thn lounr 
couraos of tho streams, with great de- 
struction of pioporty In cities and 
towns nnd damage to.farming lands 
In tho river bottoms, while nt other 
seasons the streim How l.s almost sus- 
pended 
Tho shrinkage In the volume 


of tho flow of rivers and the drying up 
of streams through deforestation is 
everywhere noted. 
It 
Is therefore 


sound business aud public policy to 
make reasonable appropriation for re- 
forestation. 


In Pennsylvania the reserve areas 


nro being regularly Increased. During 
the past four year 232,135 acres have 
been acquired, thus giving the state 
a total forest reserve of 1)33,582 acres. 


It Is Important thnt these forest re- 


«cr%es established by the HUUC should 
be protected by ndciumto roads, trails 
and lire lanes, In order to make the 
tracts rondlly accessible and to curtail 
lhu danger from forest Ores. The de- 
partment of forestry has built a total 
ot l.irlS miles of roads, uulls and fire 
lanes. 


The Forestry academy Is carrying on 


Its work with efficiency. Thirty-eight 
graduates have left tho school equip- 
ped for work on thi> state's reserves. 


Tho floods nt I'lttsbtirg havu culled 


attention to the fact that It that city 
is to bo free from this scourge work 
must bo done on the watershed of tho 
Allegheny aud Mouongahola rivers. 


Coal Mines. 


Every effort Is being mndo to bettor 


tho condition ot mine employes nnd to 
lessen tho dangers that surround their 
work. Tho establishing of rescue stn. 
tlons has been undertaken during tho 
hint two years, and several stations 
provided with tho necessary equip 
incnt arc now llttcd for this bencll- 
clcnt work. Tho numerous flrst-ald 
corps established by the various min- 
ing companies are a further addition 
to tho humanitarian institutions 
signed for the comfort and relief of 
Injured mine employes. 


Tho national government, with 


rlow to assisting In the effoita to ro- 
fluci- the dangers of mining, has cs 
tnbllshrd a testing station at Pitts- 
burg, where various explosives are 
thoroughly tested to ascertain the np- 
proximate degree of safety with which 
they can bo used In Clio mines, nnd 
those that pass certain satisfactory 
tests arc recommended for use. It is 
hoped that these offoits will result In 
n decrease In mine explosions. 


Tho Department of Agriculture. 


Tho department of agriculture should 


prove of direct benefit to every farmor 
In the state who takes advantage ot 
the information which It carefully pre- 
pares nnd freely distributes. 


Pennsylvania has little reason to 


complain concerning tho outcome of 
her crops nnd has every encourage- 
ment to persevere In the adoption of 
Improved 
mothods 
of 
agriculture? 


bringing to bear In tho advancement 
of tho various Hues of farm pursuits 
the results of careful Mscarch and 
study. 


Tho crop report for the year 1010 hns 


not yet been completed. 
I am In- 


formed, however, that the value of our 
cereals, Including potatoes and hay, 
•nil! bo $170,000,000, and that of the 


animal Industry, Including poultry, 
will aggregate $180,000,000. 


Farmers' Institutes. — There wero 


hold during Iho scaaon ending .Tuno 1, 
1910, in tho f.cvcrnl counties, 430 days 
of Institute, divided Into llOUl sessions, 
with n tptnl attendance oi over 128,000 
persons.) In addition to the regular In- 
stitutes, there wore held 17 special In- 
stitutes, embracing 50 sessions, with 
nn attendance ot over lli.OOO people. 


Movable schools of agriculture woro 


held in ele-ven counties, continuing 
from four to nix days In each county, 
nnd wen* attended by nearly 17,000 
peisons. The work of the Institutes Is 
far-reaching, and It hns met with gen- 
eral npproMil. Tho object of tho In- 
stitutes Is Instruction In improved 
methods In the -various lines of farm 
operation. 


Pennsylvania Is becoming conspicu- 


ous as a fruit glowing state, and 
much attention is given by actual prac- 
tice nnd class work to improved 
methods of tree selection, planting, cul- 
tivation, pruning, spraying, nnd to the 
best way ot packing and marketing 
apples and peaches. 


Dairy and Food Division.—Tho win 


dom of protecting tho public hoalth by 
prohibiting tho snlo of Impure food 
products is universally admitted. Tho 
enforcement of tho puro food legisla- 
tion of this state Is entrusted to and 
enjoined upon this division. The num 
bcr of prosecutions Instituted and suc- 
cessfully sustained under tho direction 
of the dairy and food commissioner de- 
monstrates tha propriety of maintain- 
ing n bureau of this kind. 


Bureau of Economic Zoology.—Its ef- 


forts nro directed to the destruction of 
tho enemies ot all useful plant and 
animal life, and Its greatest benefits 
aro to be found In tho advancement ot 
the fruit growing interests of the state. 


Livestock Sanitary Board.—The vet- 


erinary division of the department i« 
under tho direction of the state vet- 
erinarian, who Is ex-olllclo a member 
of tho Htatc livestock sanitary board. 
Tho work of both has lx»eu carried for- 
ward during the past year with activ- 
ity nnd olllclency. This work suffered 
nn Irreparable loss by tho death of Dr.

Tho urg 
ent necessity for a change In our 
method of highway constitution, tin 
provemont and maintenance Is gener 
ally admitted, and I believe that 
discussion of this great problem from 
every point of view v,lll prove timely 
nnd effective. 


The state highway department dnr 


Ing the period from ,lau. 1, 1007, to 
Jan. 1, 1011, constructed 550 miles o 
road. This ro.ul construction has so 
progressed that some of the HCnttoret 
and Isolated sections of rond formerly 
Improved nro now connected, with I hi 
result thnt In many purls of the stnti 
mny be found continuous sections o 
Improved blguwnjs. Only such road' 
should be Impiovod ns eventually form 
parts of n s.istem ot Improved hlgli 
ways. 


Tho dopnrtmnnt hns finnlshi-d nd 


vice and assistance to township nni 
other olllclnls ns to detailed plans fo 
road, cnhcrt and lulilge improvement 
The Jones law of 1000 hns encomngci 
township olllclnts to adopt tho cnsl 
system of p.s>Ing rond taxes and ti 
devote more care to the mnlntonnnc.

The Stnto Police. 


The state department of pollre, ere 


ated In 11)05, hns demonstrated the w Is 
dom of Its organization. Tho work I 
hns done has saved the state many lives 
and thousands of dollars. In order to 
promote tho elUciency of tho force, nnd 
to afford more ample protection to our 
rural communities, I nm unquestion- 
ably of the opinion that its numbers 
should bo Increased. 


Tho Railroad Commission. 


The piompt, satisfactory and Judici- 


ous manner in which the lallrond com- 


mcnt. Of these there were In e^Iat- 
nce, according to the last report of 
he commissioner, 1,-)GG, representing 
n the aggregate moVe than $108,000,- 
00 of assets, an.-Increase of ne-irly

sible expense. 


Department of Factory Inspection. 
Tho co-operation existing between 


.ho school authorities and the chief 
factory Inspector and the chief of the 
department of mines In carrying Into 
effect the purpose nnd Intent of the 
legislation on the subject of child 
labor enacted nt the last session ot the 
legislature has proven beneficial to tho 
welfare of our people. This legislation 
Is designed to protect the hcallh and 
safety of minors by regulating the 
ages nt which they may bo employed 
In certain Industrial employments and 
In nnd about bituminous mines nnd 
anthracite collieries and breakers. 


The chief factory Inspector is au- 


thorized to npi olnt boiler Inspector", 
whoso duty It Is to Inspect a certain 
class of boilers and who nre compen- 
sated for Nuch inspection by fees. 


It has been tho policy of the state 


to abolish fee offices wherever pos- 
sible and to pay fixed salaries to ofu- 
dais as their sole compensation. The 
continuance of tho fee system should 
not be encouraged, nnd I believe thai 
the best Interests of the state deuinnt 
that If it Is necessary to appoint such 
holler Inspectors they should recclvo 
MntiHl salaries, nnd the fees collected 
should be paid Into the state treasury 
for the use of the commonwealth. 
Boiler Inspection—Allegheny County. 
Tin- governor Is nuthorlred, under 


provisions of the act of assembly ap 
proved .Tuno 0, 1S73, to appoint an in 
spec-tor of steam engines nnd steam 
hollers for the county ot Allegheny 
who shall appoint his assistants. Tho 
compensation of tills Inspector Is pill 
by fees, out of which lie pays his as 
Mutants.

tlon be enacted providing for the ap- 
pointment of such an inspector and 
necessary assistants, ilxlng their sal- 
aries nnd requiring that all foes col- 
lected for Inspection shall be paid Into 
the state treasury for the use of tho 
commonwealth. 


The National Guard. 


The national guard Is in a condition 


of acceptable efficiency, which rellccts 
credit upon the omccrs and men It Is 
dosh.ible that the military establish- 
ment of the stale should receive not 
only the fullest encouragement of the 
general assembly, but the support nnd 
encouragement of all the people, to tho 
end that the best of our citizenship 
mny be attracted to the service nnd be 
prepared In time ot need to defend 
their country. 


Armories. 


The general assembly In 1005 created 


a state nrmuiy board for the erection 
nnd maintenance of armories for tho 
use of Ihe mtlonnl guard.
